Defences Imperilled.

“It is only natural that we 
should hope that China will here- 
after be strong and prosperous, 


but, whethor ‘or not that wish fal, 


fulfilled depends upon our ability 
to make the coming year an epoch- 
making one in Chinn'r Jong his- 
tory. The responsibility reste 
with the people of China and cs- 
pecially with thone members of 
the Kuomintang who have been 
entrusted with the taak af recon- 
structing our nation. 


Bound to be Obstacles. 


“In view of the unfortunate 
occurrences of the. past, many 
people have frankly expressed 
their peasimism regarding China's 
future, Many have been dla- 
iliusioned and some have fallen 
into o state of complete despair. 
Such fa not the proper attitude of 
a revolutionary. Chinn has a 
glorious history. We must under. 
stand that during a period of 
transition there are ‘hound to be 
obstacles and dificuties, It is 
for un to grind our teeth and to 
push forward, whatever hard- 
ships wo find on our way. Only 
by cultivating a apirit of -per- 
severance and patience: shall we 
finally romove all obstacles and 
reach the road to prosperity.

Military Dictatorship. 


“The fundamental cause of our 
troubles in the past 20° yenrs 
has been military dictatorship, 
This in ko evident that no’ ox. 
nlanations are necessnry, The 
reason why the military group 
could dictute State affairs wae 
chiefly dur to the absence of any 
force atronger than the m'ltary. 
There are, roughly, three political 
forces In China; firstly the .mili- 
tury, accondly, the politicians, and 
thirdly, the people. During ‘the 
past 20 years the people were 
either unorganised or net proper- 
ly organised, so that their in- 
fluence wos not folt. The 
politicians unly knew how, to solv 
political problems in accordance 
with the prevailing military situa- 
tion. These politicians, were 
really tho toola of the military 
and, as a result, the military 
group dominated China's political 
hfe, 


A Wrong impression. 


“A popular theory hus thus come 
into exixtence thut the military 
with riflea are always powerful, 
whereas the civilians, without 
rifles, are naturally weak. In or- 
dcr to find a new road for China, 
we must try to.erndicnte this en- 
tirely wrong impression from the 
‘mind of the people. I sincerely 
hope that.the military and the 
politicians will realise their mia- 
takes after seving the  con- 
Requences of their administration 
during the past 20 years, : 

“Mercly changing the mind of 
the people alone, however, will not 
help the country materinlly. The 
people of China must organise 
themselves according to their pro- 
fession and locality. As soon as 
the pecplo of this nation are pra- 
perly organised, public opinion will 
become effective and the political. 
leadera of the country will have 
proper support in their handling 
of the affairs of State. The evils 
attondant upon the scttling of dis- 
putes by armed force will then be 
‘removed. If tho pcople are not or- 
ganised, although the Government 
may bo sincore in its desire to en- 
courage, mass movements,~- the 
people’s: righte will stfll. remain 
merely a matter of phrascology. 
Without propor backing from the 
masses, the people will nover cnjoy 
fully their rights and privileges.

The Marchese forocast blq de- 
velopments in scerct and directional 
wireless os n result of his dis- 
covories, and a hopeful’ message 
to’ brondcast Iateners_ suffering 
from jamming of B.B.C, stations. 

“He confessed that oven he was 
surprised at the, peculinr things 
happening on very short wave- 
lengths. - 

“1 was startled a short time ago.” 
he said, “to henr everything | said 
Into the microphone repeated very 
quickly four or five times. If 1 
spoke the short Italian word Si it 
sounded like this, ‘Si, si, ai, si.’
